The figures covering the 
education of Chinese women and girls are very 
low, so low in fact that they have never been 
compiied. In al] China there probably are not 
more that a half dozen schools of high-school 
grade where Chinese girls are admitted as stu- 
dents, and most of these are private missionary 
enterprises, not governmental institutions. 
These facts are appalling when it is considered 
that the Chinese girls of to-day fre to become 
the mothers of the Chinese men who are to 
build and develop the China of tomorrow.

McTyeire School of Shanghai, the institution 


which just launched a campaign for an endow- 


ment of Tls. 200,000. In 1891 when the 
school was first opened it attracted less than ten 
students. This year the enrollment is close to 
400 and they come from the provinces of 
Chekiang, Kiangsu, Kiangsi, Fukien, Canton, 
Chihli, Hupeh and Hongkong. Many of these 
students upon graduation go to foreign lands‘to 
complete their educations. Several have already 
returned to China and have become teachers in 
other Chinese girls’ schools. Still others upon 
raduation have married and carried their mo- 
ern training into their homes and families. 
When the student patriotic movement began 
last May, the girl students of McTyeire de- 
cided that they would demonstrate their 
ability to help save China. They couldn’t 
walk the streets and carry banners, and 
they couldn’t lecture on street corners but they 
could raise money to help the cause. They 
took up a collection and every girl in the school 
contributed her mite. The total amount was 


$3,000 which was used in the patriotic endeavor. 


These young women now know a about 
what is going on in their country and they are 
better for knowing and the country will be better 
for their knowing.

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N the meantime, the people in Peking in 
particular and other cities generally are 
having difficulties in consequence of the unusual 
depreciation in the value. The Manchu officials 
especially are in a serious condition, receiving as 
they do from the Chinese Government only 
depreciated notes for their monthly pensions. 
The time is now overdue for a serious considera- 
tion by the Chinese Government of the currency 
problem. That the Currency Bureau is not 
doing much is undoubtedly true. The bureau 


_ needs reorganization and a competent man to be 


its chief. Its director should at least know 
something about foreign currency questions. 
Mr. Li Shih-hao, Vice-Minister of Finance, is 
the present chief of the Currency Bureau. Mr. 
Li is an able financier, and if he were permitted 
to devote his whole attention to the currency © 
problem, unquestionably he would be able to 
evolve a solution of it, but as he is required by 
the Prime Minister to attend to other financial 
affairs as Vice-Minister of Finance, he naturally 
cannot do justice to the currency post.

mission to the United States was successful. 
He returned to Peking last week, accompanied 
by a group of prominent American financiers and 
business men. During his visit in America, 
Mr. Hsu completed the organization of a Sino- 
American Bank. The connections he has made 
with American financiers would give him an 
advantage should he be asked by the Govern- 
ment to have a hand in the reform of Chinese 
currency, which needs the immediate attention 


_ of financial experts. 


UPPOSE that the Japanese Consul-General 

in San Francisco was dissatisfied with the 
Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce of that 
city because of his anti-Japanese attitude; sup- 
pose that he asks the Mayor of San Francisco 
to tell the Governor of California that that Chair- 
man should be dismissed or his government. 
would make an official request for his dismissal ;

press. There is noquestion but that the Japanese 
-Consul-General would be handed his official 


credentials and asked to return home by an early 
boat. But such has not been the case when 


this series of indiscreet and undiplomatic acts — 


have been donein China. A few weeks ago, Mr. 
T. Funatsu, Japanese Consyl-General in Tient- 
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_ sin, called upon the Chinese Commissioner for 
Foreign Affairs and verbally requested that Mr. 
 Pien Yueh-ting be ‘asked to resign from the 
presidency of the Tientsin Chamber of Com- 


- merce owing to his anti-Japanese attitude. 


Later he wrote to the Vice-Minister of Agricul- 
ture and Commerce suggesting that Mr. Pien 
was not desirab'e to the Japanese and that he 
should not hold an executive position in a 
representative Chinese body. At the same time 
he approached the Civil Governor of Chihli on 
the same subject. The whole matter was finally 
exposed ‘ed given publicity. It resulted in 
public indignation in all quarters, Chinese as 
well as foreign, against which Mr. Funatsu was 
powerless. Tn his attempt to soothe it, he gave 
out an interview in one of the Tientsin papers 
in which he admitted the act. The dispatch 
from the Ministry of Agriculture and Commerce 
quoting Mr. Funtasu’s letter which now becomes 
a valuable document is at present on exhibition 
at the Tientsin Chamber of Commerce for public 
perusal. American merchants in Tientsin, though 
having nothing to do with the regrettable affair, 
have shown their admiration for the determi- 
nation of the Chamber of Commerce to fight to 
the last against the uncalled for interference of 
the Japanese Consul-General by the passage of a 
resolution ataspecial meeting held by the 
American Chamber of Commerce on November 
24th. The resolution which was unanimously 
passed read: “Resolved: that the American 
Chamber of Commerce of Tientsin, assembled 
in special session, congratulates the Tientsin 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce on its ex- 
pressed determination to preserve its inde- 
pendence of action in choosing its own officers, 
free from all interference on the part of foreign 
officials; and that the Secretary be requested 
to send a signed copy of this resolution 
to the Chinese Chamber.’”” Among the other 
subsequent developments in connection with 
this matter was the exchange of letters between 
the Ministry of Commerce and the Tientsin 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce. In reply to 
the latter’s request that the Government lodge 
an emphatic protest with the Japanese authori- 
ties against the illegal interference of the 
Japanese Consul-General, the Chief of the Com- 
mercial and Industrial Department of the Mi- 


nistry at Peking not only ignored but warned.

China Must Not Negotiate Shantung Question 
With Japan Direct | 
From the “Min Kuo Fik (Chinese) | 

It is natural for all Chinese to feel gratified to the 
American Senate for passing the Shantung reservation 
and to rejoice over it. We want to ask our own 
people what they propose to do after rejoicing. If we 
continue to slumber Shantung remains in others’ hands. 
Furthermore, failure to help ourselves places on our 
shoulders an unredeemed obligation to the people of 
the United States. The words “gladly approve” 
uttered by the Northern Government effectively 
stopped the mouths of our delegates. The reservation 
at its most can only temporarily stay the force to 
the articles concerning Shantung. The people may 
resolve to fight for the possession still in their hands 
or for the regaining of possession of the territory and 
rights already lost but a move of the hand of the 
Peking officials by signing such words as, “gladly 
approve,” on the agreement with Japan will nulify all 
their efforts and resolutions. If Peking should sign 
“gladly approve” to the request of Japan to open — 
direct negotiation, will not the action of the American 
Senate appear ridiculous? We should, therefore, give 
all our attention to preventing direct discussion of the 
Shantung question by Peking and the Japanese.

Real Peace Can Only Come from 
Justice 
ue From the ** Chung Hua Hsin Pao” (Chinese) 


The world is as much in confusion as it was dur- 
ing the war. The ‘reason for such continued 
disturbance is injustice. The Peace ‘Treaty of 
Versailles is bf’ no means a document of justice, If 
the Great Powers were united it might have passed for 
the time being but the right attitude of the United 
States has thrown a dark shadow over it as a whole.

In a petition of Chen Yi, Resident Commissioner | 


of Urga, itis stated that all officials, princes, lamas, 
etc. of Outer Mongolia have submitted the following 
petition to the Central Government: ‘“ From the 
reign of Emperor Kang Hsi of the late Ching Dynasty 
Outer Mongolia was a dependency of China, and fora 
period of 200 years it enjoyed the benefits of Chinese 
civilization, everybody ‘from princes down to the 
common people having had unbroken peace and 
tranquility. However, during the reign of Emperor 
Tao Kuang, when some changes were introduced in 
the old systems, the people of Outer Mongolia began 
to entertain ill feeling against the Central Government ; 
and at the end of the Ching Dynasty, when the 
Mongolians were aroused by manifold corruptions of 
officials appointed from the Central Government, 
foreigners availed themselves of the opportunity to 
instigate the declaration of independence. A Treaty 
was concluded, in which it was provided that Outer 
Mongolia should enjoy autonomy. While China held 
a nominal control over her dependency, 
Mongolia lost various interests and privileges, Several 
years of autonomy have already elapsed and no good 
“result has been obtained therefrom. —We sigh when 


we think of the good old times. The internal

struggle in Russia has reached its climax, and Bolsheviks 
~ have invaded our territory. As the Russians have no 


united Government, they have no power to enforce 
the above mentioned Treaty. They have completely 
lost control over their own territory, and consequently 
‘ Pu-li-ya-te ’ and others have collected gangs of local 
bandits and sent their agents to Urga compelling us to 
surrender to them, so that they might establish a Pan- 
Mongolian Empire, All kinds of plots and intrigues 
have been resorted to. Their intention is to rob China 
completely of her control over Mongolia, and to take 
away the autonomy of our territory. We, officials and 
princes of Outer Mongolia, have discovered their 
sinister motives, and understand that no good can come 
from their designs. On account of our refusal to 
comply with their wishes these Russians and their 
bandit. comrades, now threaten to send troops to our 
territory, Tangnu Wulianghai, which is part of our 
territory, was sometime ago occupied by force by the 
White Party which dislodged our garrison there, 
but was in turn ousted by the “Red.” We have 
been unable to obtain any redress yet. “The economic 
condition of the people of Outer Mongolia is indeed 
miserable. We desire to save them from their misery, 
but we have no funds to introduce various reforms. 
Our troops are not well trained, and they have not 
been properly armed and clad. Although the Central 
Government has promised to relieve our financial 
difficulties and afford us efficient protection, nothing 


thas yet been achieved. Measures have not yet been 
adopted to promote commerce and industry, which 


the Urga Government has been threatened by both 
internal and external troubles. The situation is certainly — 
critical. In the hope of effecting the salvation of our 
territory, we, officials of Outer Mongolia, recently called 


_ several conferences of princes and lamas to discuss the 


means of saving the situation. A resolution has now 
been unanimously passed to the following effect. 


‘Whereas the friendly feelings between China and 


Outer Mongolia have been gradually restored and the 
old-time prejudices have disappeared, and whereas both 
sides are anxious to promote the welfare of the people 
and to secure for them permanent peace and tranquil- 
lity, we, officials, princes and lamas, hereby declare the 
abolition of the Autonomy of Outer Mongolia, and the 
restoration of the relations subsisting under the late 
Ching Dynasty. All Djazaks shall hereafter be subject — 
to the control of the Central Government, which shall 
define uniformly all their rights and shall reform our 
internal administration and resist external invasions for 
us.’ The above has been submitted to and approved 


by the Living Buddha, It is our hope that the Central 
‘Government will fix the system of Government in 


Outer Mongolia in accordance with the circumstances 
of various banners and leagues.. We are sure of a. 
permanent peace, if the Central Government will so 
draw up regulations governing the promotion of 
industry, etc., that they do not interfere with the Central 
Authority and the customs of the Mongolians. It 
js our only desire that the Republic of Five Races | 
should thrive and its people enjoy peace and 
prosperity. In connexion with foreign relations we 

further to state that it was on account of the declara- 
tion of autonomy that in former days the Sino-Russo- 
Mongolian Treaty and the Russo-Mongolian Com- 


mercial Treaty were concluded and notes between 
‘China and Russia were exchanged. ~Since we are 
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willing to renounce Autonomy, all these instruments 
become null and void automatically. As to the com- 
mercial enterprises. started by Russians in Outer 
Mongolia, the Central Government must undertake 
the responsibility of making arrangements with the 
Russian~ when their new Government is established, 
$0 as to promote friendship between China and Russia 
and to protect our interests, etc,” Hsu Shu-cheng, 
Commissioner for the Defences of the Frontiers of the 
Northwest, has also transmitted the same petition to 
the Government, The above petition is most sincerely 
expressed and displays the patriotism of the Living 
Buddha, princes, and lamas, who have as their ideal a 
Republic of Five Races, of the same origin. Their 


‘petition is hereby granted, and the desires of the peo- 


ple of Outer Mongolia are hereby complied with. The 


dignity of the Living Buddha shall hereafter be © 


preserved and the rights and privileges of the Chiefs of 
the four Leagues respected. The old system obtaining 
under the late Manchu dynasty is hereby restored, and 
specially favourable treatment shall be given to Outer 
Mongolia. I, the President, hope that peace and good 
relations will forever be maintained between the 
Central Government and Outer Mongolia.

On his wedding trip 
to Hongkong last summer, he travelled by way 


_ of Peking, Hankow, Nanking and other principal 


cities along the route and at each place spent three 
days distributing anti-early-marriage pamph- 


_ lets and picture cards. 


His methods of assembling a crowd to. 
receive his propaganda literature is novel and in 
keeping with modern “soap box” oratory. 

“No one should marry before twenty-five,” 
he cries. Pedestrians heating this at once stop 
and question, “ Who says so?,”’ thinking that 
it might be a Mandate oran order from the 
highest authority in the land. After a large 
crowd has assembled he hands to each of the 
persons present a propaganda picture card. 
Everywhere he was welcomed although there 


_ was much questioning of his sanity. In Hankow 


his experience was far from pleasant. | 


When he reached Hankow, the anti-Japa-. 
nese feeling ran high. People assembling around 
him in response to his oratory took him fora | 
Japanese and began torebuke him. Mr. Chung 
started to explain why he was engaged in this 
form of social service, but the people refused to 
believe what he had to say in his own defence. 
He was threatened and finally had to retreat to 


his hotel for safety. 


The gist of his arguments against early 
marriage, a goodly portion of which have been 
printed on post cards bearing the colored 
pictures of the famous American motion picture 
stars, was summarized by Mr. Chung a the 
writer as follows : | 


“If youths and maidens were permitted to 
follow their natural inclinations, most of them 
would marry early. Parents should wisely use 
their due influence to prevent their marrying 
too soon. 


‘When a young man postpones his mar- 
riage for a few years, he gains that much time in 
which to prepare for the responsibilities of 
parenthood by acquiring more knowledge and 
experience. He also gains that much time for 
the better development of his body and mind 
which has its influence upon his family 


“A very young father and avery young 
mother must necessarily be of little attainments, 
for they have not lived long enough to acquire 
any great knowledge and have certainly acquired — 
little experience. They cannot transmit to their 


off-spring what they do not possess,

News from Central China 


A sandstorm visited Hankow on Sunday, Novem- 
ber 23 from 10:00 a. m. until late in the night, the 
direction being easterly. The sand was dense and 
left a yellow covering over the country. | : 


— .. The Han-Yeh-P’ing Iron and Coal Company, the 
only large company of the kind in China, operated by 
Chinese and the largest makers of iron and steel in 
China, have their sales office in the British Concession 
of Hankow. | 

During the week large quantities of antimony 
crude, wood oil and goatskins were exported from 
Hankow to the United States. 5,600 tons of iron ore 
were shipped from Hankow to Japan at the beginning 
of the week. | 

_ The Japanese gunboat Saga, which was stationed 
at Wuhu in the lower Yangtze Valley during the 
recent boycott movement against Japan, has been 
ordered to proceed to Foochow for protection of the 
Japanese residents and their interests in that port. 

Mr. Ohaka, director of the newly opened Japan 
Cotton Trading Company who visited Hankow last 
week to attend the opening of their new buildings, left 
tor Peking last Saturday on his return to Japan. His 
visit from Japan to Hankow was in the interest of the

| According to information received by the Chinese

Their activities in leading the anti- 
Japanese movement are closely watched by the authori- 
ties, but notwithstanding the pressure, circulars distri- 
buted by the Wu-Han Students Union to perpetuate 
the boycott of Japanese goods appear in the cities. 


The export market in Hankow remains unchanged. 
Business is now suspended on account of the current 
silver situation. Very little new business in imported 
piece goods is being done and the demand for stocks is 
poor although prices keep steady. There is little or no 
forward business. The yarn market is very firm and a 
brisk demand continues. Clearances are exceptionally 
good, | 


- News of the United States Senate’s action on the 
Shantung reservation was hailed with great delight this 
week by the native press here. All the leading news- 
papers in Hankow, except one owned by the Japanese, 


lauded the United States Senate action as a reafirma- 


tion of America’s friendship for China, and the 
opinion was expressed that the Senate’s action pledges 
the United States to uphold justice for China. 


The government of Hunan has received from the » 
Ministry of Finance $100,000 and National Loan | 
bonds valued at $1,000,000 for paying the arrears of 
the troops and various other military expenditures in 
Hunan. The pay of troops in Hunan alone is about - 
$168,000 every month. The Ministry, however, ' 
forbids the Hunan authorities to use the salt revenue 


of that province to defray military expenses. 


The Thanksgiving Day service on Thursday, 
November 27, was held in the St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
American Church Mission, at 11 a. m., and the Thanks- 
giving holy communion was celebrated in St. Paul’s at 
8 a.m. The service was in charge of the Rev S. H. 
Littel and was attended by the Hankow American 
Volunteer Company and a detachment from the U.S.S. 
Quiros, besides the American community, The 
special preacher was the Rev. Arthur M. Sherman of 
Boone University, and his address on the Kingdom of 
Heaven as the vital force in the nations of the world 
was inspiring and patriotic. The arrangement of the 
decorations was directed by Mrs. G. R. Henkel, assisted 
by several American sailors. 


Much excitement was caused here by the news 


of the abduction of Chinese in Foochow by Japanese. 
The press in Hankow was enraged by this action of 
the Japanese, and editorials and comments strongly 
criticising the Japanese were printed. The Hankow 
Chinese Volunteer Company, the Union of Public 
Bodies and many other organizations, in a special con- 
ference, decided to protest against this matter, and for 


this purpose a strongly worded telegram was sent to — 


Peking, demanding a satisfactory settlement of the 
Sino-Japanese-American fracas in Foochow. Plans 
are being perfected for distributing circulars to the 


people to inform them of the details connected with | 


this fracas. Very likely the boycott movement against 

Japanese goods here is to be strengthened as a result.

importance to China of the Yangtze River as its main 
inland artery of trade and the little knowledge of its 
channels, this Conference is of the opinion that the 
time has come when an accurate survey should be 
made of the whole river and all main waterways which 
feed or drain the system. It is further suggested that 
the Chinese Government be petitioned to appoint at 
the earliest time a Conservancy Board to deal with the 
question, and that strong pressure be brought to bear 
on the Government at once to undertake adequate 
measures for the aid of navigation on the Yangtze and 
its main tributary waterways.”

~ News from South China 


The Union Church of Hongkong celebrated its 
75th year on Sunday, November 16. 


The Hongkong Electric Light Co., will soon’ call 


a meeting of its stockholders to increase its capital to. 


$3,000,000. | 


Mr. Sin Kek-chan, a Chinese lawyer, has been 
admitted to the Hongkong bar. He is a Cantonese 
and a Cambridge graduate. 


An anti-gambling league was formed in Canton 
November 19. Seventeen schools and church organiza- 
tions are organizers of the movement. 


Mr. Lee Bergholz, recently appointed Consui- 
General of the United States at Canton, is expected to 
arrive here om December 15, with his mother, 

It is reported that Macao has now six hydroplanes 
and that an enterprising resident, Captain M. Ricou, 
will shortly place them on the Macao-Timer line. 


The General Chamber of Commerce of Canton 


is co-operating with the Kwangtung Educational 
Association in the reorganization of the present boycott 
movement. 


The Military Governor at Canton has made 
public his approval of the action of Commissioner of 
Police General Ngai Bong Ping in the student fracas 
at the Sincere Co., on November 8. 


The Kwangtung Mint is collecting all local ten 
and twenty cent pieces and. reminting them. The 
mint is now turning out 750,000 pieces of ten and 
twenty cent pieces daily, working day and night. 
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The Military Government has ordered the Ministry 
of Communications to permit the registration of the 
Canton-Macao Railway Co., which plans to build a 
railway 116 miles long to connect the two cities. 


For reasons still unknown, the Macao government 
has ordered all volunteers to hold themselves in readiness 
for rioting by Chinese. Rumor has it that riots are 
anticipated in connection with the harbor dredging. 

Managing Director Shun Ming-shu of the Canton- 
Samshui Railroad has tendered his resignation. This 
line is the only one in Kwangtung that is showing a 
profit which is reported at $4,500 a mile every year. 


Non-Cantonese troops prevented the disbanding 
by the Canton Police of a Students Parade held in 
Canton, November 15, by joining the parade. The 
students distributed handbills setting forth their 
grievances, 


Captain Arthur F, Lym of the Canton Aviation 
Corps urges the purchase by the Military Government — 
of more aeroplanes for the purpose of suppressing 
brigandage in Kwangtung and for commercial and 

Japanese exports to South China fell during the 
month of October, 1919 to Y.87,000 as compared 
with Y.611,000 registered in the same month the 
previous year. The big drop is due to the active boy- 
cott movement here. 

‘The Electric Light and Supply Company of 
Kongmoon has increased its capital by $20,000 for 
the purpose of purchasing more machinery. The 
business of the company is reported to be in a very 
prosperous condition. : 

_Ex-Senator Theodore E. Burton of Ohio, visitéd 
Canton November 14, and on the next day was the 
guest of honor of the Canton Y. M. C. A. and the 
Chinese-American Association, at a dinner at the 


-Y. M. C. A. building. 


The War Bugler was launched in Hongkong, 
November 16 from the yard of the Taikoo Dockyard 
and Engineering Co. This vessel is the third of the 
8,000 ten deadweight standard steamers being built by 
the Company to the order of the Ministry of British 
Shipping. 

The eleven students, arrested because of the | 
Sincere Co., fracas, were released from the Government 
Reformatory at Honan, Canton, on November 15. 
The principals of different schools have pledged 
themselves that the students will observe peace and 
order in the future. : 


It is reported that bandits in and around Kweichow 
_ province have greatly increased, and the main routes 


into and out of the province are becoming unsafe for 
ordinary travel. A reported execution so far of about 
two thousand bandits by General Wang, of that 
province, is reported to have helped matters a little. 


One of the first acts of the members of the 


‘Constitutional Convention was to pass a ruling making | 


it obligatory for all the members to attend the sessions. 
After the second absence, the absentee’s name will be 
made public at the Assembly hall, and after the third 
the constituents of the absent M. P. will be informed 
of the fact. 


Twelve newspaper offices in Canton have. been 
searched by the Police following the Students-Sincere 
Co., incident and nineteen editorial writers were 
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arrested. The police accuse the newspapermen of 
printing unfounded accusations against the Commissioner 
of Police and inciting the students to disorder by 
printing handbills. 


The Constitutional Convention of Parliament 
resumed its session November 18, 188 members of the 
Senate and 398 of the House of Representatives being 
present. No speeches nor ceremonies marked the 
event: the members attending went inimediately to the 

task in hand. It is believed that the Constitutiun will 
be completed after three months. 


The school teachers of Canton have organized 
themselves into a School Officers Union of Canton, 
for the purpose of uniting all school officers for the 
betterment of the class, educational conditions and 
affairs, to meet contingencies arising between students 
and schools and the government; and to guide the 
_ Student movement to more efficient methods and right 
conduct, 


Following the order of Commissioner of Police 
Ngai Bong Ping, the Canton General Chamber of 
Commerce has requested the owners of “low grade 
goods ’’ confiscated by the students and stored at the 
Chamber’s offices, to reclaim them. The owners will 
not escape a fine, however, as the guild’s law regarding 
_ the importation of “ low grade goods’ continues to be 
in full force. 


The semi-official organ of the Military government 
in Canton says that Chief Administrative Director 
Tsen Chun-hsuan has formulated two schemes for the 
Military Government ; the promotion of the suggested 
University for the South West and the organization of 
a Political Conference in which the Military and Civil 
Governors and the Provincial Assembly of the Con- 
stitutionalist Provinces will be asked to send one 
delegate each to attend the proposed conference. 


Thirty-eight schools in Canton are deserted by 
their students who have declared themselves on strike 
until the authorities grant their demand that General 
Nagai Bong Ping, Canton Police Commissioner, be 
dismissed from his position, because of his action in 
the recent students’ affair with Sincere Company. 
The larger schools such as the Canton Christian Coi- 
lege and the True Light, Kung Yee Medical School 
and others are not listed among the striking institutions.

The Presidehr’ Thanksgiving Proclamation 


The time of the year has again arrived when the 
people of the United States are accustomed to unite in 
giving thanks to Almighty God for blessings which He 
has conferred upon our country during ‘the twelve 
months that have passed. 

A year ago, our people poured out their hearts in 
praise and thanksgiving that through Divine aid the 
right was victorious and peace had come to the nations 
which had so courageously struggled in defense of 
human liberty and justice. Now that the stern task is 
ended and the fruits of achievement are ours we look 
forward with confidence to the dawn of an era where 
the sacrifices of the nations will find recompense in 
a world at peace. 
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But to attain the consummation of the great work 
to which the American people devoted their manhood 
and the vast resources of their country they should, as_ 
they give thanks to’ God, reconsecrate themselves to 
those principles of right which triumphed through His 
Merciful Goodness. Our gratitude can find no mére 
perfect expression than to bulwark with loyalty and 
patriotism those principles for which the free peoples of 
the earth fought and died during’ the past years. We 
have had much to make us thankful in spite of the 


_ confusion in our economic life resulting from the war. 


We have prospered; our harvests have been opulent 
and out of our abundance we have been able to render 
succor to less favored nations; our democracy remains 
unshaken in a world torn with political and social — 


_ unrest; our traditional ideals are still our guides in the 


path of progress and civilisation and the great blessings 


_ vouchsafed to us, for which we devoutly give thanks, 


should arouse us toa further sense of our duty to 
ourselves and to mankind to see to it that nothing that 
we may do shall mar the completeness of ™ victory 
which we helped to win. 


No selfish purpose animated us in becoming 
participants in the world war, and with a life spirit of 
unselfishness we should strive to aid by our example 
and by our co-operation in realising the ‘enduring 

welfare of all the people and in bringing into being a 


world ruled by friendship and good will. 


Wherefore, 1, Woodrow Wilson, President of the 
United States of America, hereby designate Thursday, 
the twenty-seventh day of November next, for 
observance as a day of thanksgiving and prayer by my 
countrymen ; inviting them to cease on that day from 
their ordinary tasks and to unite in their homes and in 
their several places of worship in ascribing praise and 
national thanksgiving to God, the Author of all 
blessings and the Master of our destinies. 


In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the seal of the United States to be affixed. 


Done in the District of Columbia, this fifth day 
of November in the year of our Lord One Thousand 
Nine Hundred and Nineteen, and of the Independence 
of the United States the One Hundred and Forty- 
fourth.

to the Chinese. On November 16, there was a fight 
between Chinese students and Japanese police, caused, 
accordirg to reports, by some Chinese students inter- 
fering with a shipment of Japanese merchandise which 
had been sold by a Formosan (Japanese subject). ‘The 
students had just left the Y. M. C. A. building and 
since they were out numbered by the Japanese, they fled 
to the building for protection, the building being 
‘American owned. ‘The Japanese entered the building 
and in the fight some Chinese were killed and an 
American assistant secretary severely injured. In 
addition to this, one Chinese student was robbed 
of $1,000 which he had in his pocket to pay 
his passage to France as a student. The incident is 
aggravated by the general attitude of the Japanese in 
Fukien Province, since they claim this part of China as 
their sphere of influence, it being opposite the island 
of Formosa where “territorial propinquity ” exists. 
The incident has served to further inflame the Chinese 
in all parts of the country. A parade of protest was 
held in Peking that was said to include 10,000 people. 
The Chinese students are agitating against the Japa- 
nese in all parts of the country, and coming on top of 
the Shantung matter may have serious consequences. 


St. Luke’s Hospital Organizes Safety 
First Club 
St. Luke’s Hospital of Shanghai has organized a 
“Safety First Club” for the physical examination of 
Chinese servants employed by foreigners in the city. 


In a communication sent out on December 1, it is 
pointed out that grave dangers exist through the 
employment of servants who may be diseased or as the 
circular states: ‘ Nor do many laymen realize fully 
how many contageous diseases may be hidden behind a 
well-ironed white cast and trousers.”” According to 
the terms, any family having not more than four 
servants, by contributing $10 to the hospital may have 
the servants examined and a certificate issued. Where 
there are more than four servants, $2 is charged for 


each additional four. An additional fee of $3 is charged 


for the certificate showing the health condition of the 
servants. Plans are also being perfected whereby the 
native employes of foreign firms may also be examined 
for their health status. The circular points out the 
dangers to families resulting from the employment of 
tubercular amahs, cooks and other servants.

The 
growth of the principle laid down in this case was ver 

gradual for as late as 1742 we find Lord Hardwick 


_ gaying that he “ knew of no instance of restraining one 


trader from making use of the same mark with another ”’. 
In spite, however, of the late start that this branch of 


‘the law had there are very few propositions relating to 


trade-marks that have not been decided by some 
common law court. The law of trade-marks and 
unfair competition in China is as yet in a very crude 
state, The few decisions that are on record have with 
a few exceptions been handed down by the local 
International Mixed Court. The fact that there are 
so many different nationals in China most of whom are 
subject to laws of their own particular governments 


makes the law of trade marks very difficult to ascertain. 


The purpose of this series of articles is to give the 
layman an idea of the law of trade-marks and _ its 
applicability to China. The space alloted will only 
allow the setting forth of the fundamental principles 
of this interesting branch of jurisprudence. 

A trade-mark has-been defined by Mr. Justice 


- Clifford of the United States Supreme Court as follows: 


“© A trade-mark may consist of a name, symbol, letter 
form or device, if adopted and used by a manufacturer 
or merchant in order to designate the goods he manu- 
factures or sells, to distinguish the same from those man- 
ufactured or sold by another, to the end that the goods 
may be known in the market as h's, and to enable him 
to secure such profits as result from his reputation or 


~ skill, industry, and fidelity.” This definition has been

universally accepted and may be considered as the 
leading one. This brings us to the point where we 
may consider what constitutes a valid trade-mark. 


A Trade-Mark Must Be Truthful. 


| A trade-mark must be truthful for a dishonest 
label will invalidate. This rule is apparently simple, 
yet it has given rise to much discussion and some 
apparent conflicts in the decisions. Honest competi- 
tion -is the requirement of the chancellor, and he is just 
as ready to dismiss the bill of a complainant whose 
trade-mark is calculated to deceive the public into a 
belief that his goods are something other than they 
actually are, as he is to enjoin the defendant where he 
has infringed an honest trade-mark. The modern law 
of unfair trade is a perfect superstructure of ethical 
principles, founded upon the basis of ethics—honesty. 
In no class of cases is the rule that he who comes into 
a court of equity must do so with clean hands more 
rigidly applied. It is not material whether the words 
or symbols used as trade-mark contain the deceptive. 
or untruthful statement. Indeed the dishonest matter 
is usually foreign to the mark itself, and contained 


in other matter used in advertising or describing 


the goods sold under the mark. A_ very interest- 
ing case on this point was where a distiller mixed 
nearly thirty-six per cent of other whiskies with his own 
brand, and sold the blend unde: a label formerly used 
upon whisky of his own distillation, with cautions to 
avoid imitations and asserting that the mixture was 
‘bottled at the distillery warehouse and is warranted 
perfectly pure and unadulterated,” an injunction was 
refused because of this misrepresentation. This deci- 
sion, whose tendency is more far-reaching than that of 
Manhattan Medicine Co, v. Wood to which we will refer 
later, seems on the reading of the facts to imposé¢ a 
hardship on the owners of the mark, Jas. E. Pepper & 


Co. The interest of the complainant was derived 


under a contract with that firm giving him the entire 
control of their trade in bottled whisky. The proof 
showed that up to and including the year 1891 the 
Pepper Company bottled nothing under the gold trade 


label partially described above used by them but “Old 


Pepper” whisky distilled by them, but that after Nov- 
ember, 1891, the demand for the distillery bottling 
became so great that they could not supply it with the 
output of their own distillery and therefore bought 
other whiskies shown to be more expensive, older and 
made by the same formula as their own, and blended 
these whiskies with their own, and bottled the resulting 
blend under the same label and trade-mark. Here, if 
ever, one would think equity would relax its rule, and 
as the public had not suffered by the complainant’s acts, 
would continue to protect the trade-mark. But the 
learned court thus tersely applies the principles: 
Pepper offers as an excuse for bottling a mixture 
that the demand for his goods had so increased 
that he could not supply it with Pepper 
whisky. What was this demand for? Plainly 
for pure and unadulterated Pepper whisky, bottled at 
the distillery. If this could not be honestly supplied, 
then it could not be supplied at all in such a way as to 
keep the business within the protection of a court of 
equity. Relief is refused to Pepper and his privies 
because of his misrepresentations to the public. Thus 
is emphasized the statement of Mr. Justice Field that, 
“ the protection of equity is extended to the owner of a 
trade-mark not only as a matter of justice to him, but to 
prevent imposition upon the public.”

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In the case of Manhattan Medicine Company 
(United States Supreme Court) the language of whose 
opinion has been more often cited in support of the 
proposition under consideration than any other, the 
facts were as follows: The complainant derived all 
tts trade rights in and to a. proprietary medicine styled 
“ Atwood’s Genuine Physical Jaundice Bitters” from 
its original manufacturer, Moses Atwood, who lived at 


Georgetown, Massachusetts, and manufactured it there. 


The court says: ‘“It.is not honest to state that a 
medicine is manufactured by Moses Atwood, of 


Georgetown, Massachusetts, when it is manufactured 


by the Manhattan Medicine Company, in the city of 
New York.” On these facts the protection of their 
mark was tefused complainants. Following Manhattan 


‘Medicine Co. vs. Wood, the Court of Appeals of 


Maryland held where the label used by the manu- 
facturers of Angostura Bitters did not disclose the death 
of Dr. J. G. B. Siegert, their originator, that the label 


was not truthful and its infringement would not be | 


enjoined. And the same rule has been applied as 
against one continuing to use the name of a predecessor 
in business, whose label does not announce the change. 
The rule in this regard is held by McKenna, J., 
to be that “‘where a trade-mark ts a mark of 
special qualities, due to ‘superior material, 
processes, skill and care exercised by the originator 
thereof, an assignee of the business who continues to 


use labels which contain the false statement that the 


goods are being prepared by the originator is not entitled 
to equitable relief against an infringer. 


In the case of Burkill & Sons, and The China 


| Soap and Candle Factory vs. The Hengli Soap Factory 


(Shanghai Mixed Court) a different rule from the above 


was announced. In that case the plaintiffs brought an 
action to enjoin the defendants from manufacturing a 
soap having a beehive trade-mark on it which trade- 
thark was a substantial imitation of the plaintiff's mark. 
It seems that the soap had been formerly manufactured 
in England by Gossages and Sons who were the registered 
owners of the trade-mark in England. Burkill and 
Sons were the selling agents for the soap in China. 
When war was declared by Great Britain upon Germany 
the China Soap and Canale Factory who had been 
assigned the right to make the soap in question in 
China commenced to manufacture in China. No 
notice of the assignment or the making of the soap in 
China was given to the public. The court held 
that there was no fraud and deceit and Granted an 
injunction. 

A trade-mark which contains false representations 
as to the ingredients of the article will not be sustained 
by the courts. Mr. Hopkins who is a recognized — 
authority on the subject of trade-marks says in his book 
on that subject. ‘In 1837 the English High Court of 
Chancery in Pidding vs. How, announced that it:could 
not interfere in behalf of a plaintiff who had “ thought 
fit to mix up that which may be true with that which is 


_ false’ in his labels and advertisements, The Court 


of Appeals of New York in a similar case in 1838, by 
Gardiner, J., observed laconically, “* The privilege of 
deceiving the public, even for their own benefit, is not 
a legitimate subject of commerce; and at all events, 
if the maxim that he who asks equity must come 
with pure hands is not altogether obsolete, the com- 


. plainant has no right to invoke the extraordinary 


jurisdiction of a court of a chancery in favor of such a 
monopoly.”’ Prior to this, an injunction was refused

where the mark in question was applied by the com- 
plainant to a “Quack” medicine. “ Balm of a Thousand 


Flowers’ the name of a cosmetic, being deceptive, its 


infringement by a defendant assuming the name “ Balm 
of Ten Thousand Flowers” was not enjoined, although 
the same mark was held valid and the rule announced 
that “the public should be left to its own guardianship” 
in Fetridge v. Merchant. The rule announced in the 
‘latter case was followed in the case of Burkill and 
Sons and the China Soap and Candle Factory vs. The 
Hengli Soap Factory (Shanghai Mixed Court). In 
that case the words “ Fragrant Honey Soap” was part 
of the plaintiffs trade-mark. The soap was neither 
fragrant nor contained honey. Mr. Grant Jones in 
writing the opinion of the court said: ‘¢A_ similar 
confusion of the non-essential with the essential parts 
of the mark is evident in the argument that the mark 
is deceptive inasmuch as the soap is not fragrant and is 
not made of honey. The defence is here relying on 
the old fundamental doctrine of equity that a man must 
come into Court with clean hands. When the owner 
of a trade-mark applies for an injunction to restrain the 
defendant from injuring his property by making false 
representations to the public, it is essential that the 
plaintiff should not, in his trade-mark or in the business 
connectea with it, be himself guilty of any false or 
misleading representation; for if the plaintiff makes 
any material. false statement in connexion with the 
_ property which he seeks to protect, he loses his right 
ta claim the assistance of a Court of equity.” Thus a 
trade-mark which contains false representations, so as 
to deceive the public, will not be protected in equity 
as a vailid trade-mark and cannot be registered as such. 


-sold under the name of Lackawana coal. 


But the words “ fragrant” and “ honey” are, as we 
have pointed out above, merely subsidiary matter, and 
amount to no more than “ puffing ” or possibly exag- 
gerated statements as to the merits of the soap. The 
point is that the public no more expects soap to be 


made of beehives than it does of “ sunlight” or “ life- 
buoys.” | 


A Trademark Must Not Be a Geographical Term 


Mr. Justice Strong has said: ‘ It must be con- 
sidered as a sound doctrine that no one can apply the 
name of a district or country to a well-known article 
of commerce, and obtain thereby such an exclusive 
right to the application as to prevent others inhabiting 
the district, or deajing in similar articles coming from 
the district, from truthfully using the same designation.” 
In our further examination of the use of geographical 
names in trade, we will find that they are never properly 
sustained as technical trade-marks except where they 
are used by one who is the sole owner of the entire 
locality to which the name is ap#Med. *In such a case 
the geographical name has ceased to be generic, because 
one person has the sole and exclusive right of trade or 
manufacture in the locality. 


_ Several very interesting cases have been decided 
by the United States Supreme Court in which this 
question was involved. In the case of D. and H. 
Canal Co. vs. Clark the plaintiff had been selling 
coal for some time that was mined in the Lackawana 
valley. Its coal had become. widely. known as 
Lackawana Coal and was sold all over the United States 
under that name. The defendant also owned a coal 
mine in the Lackawana valley the coal from which he

brought an action to restrain the defendant from using 
the word Lackawana for his coal. The evidence 
showed that the coal of the defendant was of the same 
quality as that of the plaintiff and that it came from 
the same district and could be truthfully called Lacka- 
wana coal, The court in dismissing the action said 
*¢ No one can claim protection for the exclusive use of 
a trade-mark or trade name which would practically give 
him a monopoly in the sale of any goods other than 
those produced or made by himself. If he could, the 
public would be injured rather than protected, for 
competition would be destroyed. Nor can a generic 
name, or a name merely descriptive of an article of 
trade, of its qualities, ingredients, or characteristics, be 


entitled to legal protection. As we said in the well 
considered case of Amoskeag Mfg. Co. v. Spear, supra, 
“the owner of an original trade-mark has an undoubted 
right to be protected in the ‘ exclusive use of all the 
marks, forms, or syfbols that were appropriated as 
designating the true origin of ownership of the article 
or fabric to which they are affixed; but he has no right 
to the exclusive use of any words, letters, figures, or 
symbols which have no relation to the origin or owner- 
ship of the goods, but are only meant to indicate their 
names, or quality. He has no right to appropriate a

Another well known case decided by the United 
States Supreme Court is the Elgin Watch case. In 
that case the plaintiff had for many years manufactured 


employed as a trade-mark and the exclusive use of it be

watches at Elgin, Illinois and had establisned a reputa- 
tion for making good watches. The defendant also 
established a factory at Elgin, Illinois, and called its 
watches Elgin watches. The plaintiff brought an 
action against the defendant to restrain him from 
manufacturing or. selling watches with the name Elgin 
onthem. The court held that the name Elgin was a 
geographical name and that any one who made watches 
at Elgin could use the word Elgin. It is to be noticed, 
however, that one may be restrained from using a 
geographical term when the goods are not manufactured | 
in that locality claimed as that constitutes a badge of © 
fraud. The local mixed court in the case of the 
Nanyang Dispensary vs. The Nanyang Medical 
Company decided that the word Nanyang was a 
geographical term meaning southern part and according- 
ly not the subject of a trade name. 
A Trade-Mark Must Not Be a Descriptive Ora 
Generic Term 

“ Descriptive words have always been understood 
to come within the category of generic terms; indeed, 
Mr. Browne in his treatise upon the subject has defined 
generic names’ to be “ names merely descriptive of 
an article of trade, of its qualities, ingredients or char- 
acteristics.” The United States Supreme Court has . 
held that there can be no technical trade-mark right in — 
words used to denote class, grade, style, quality, in- 
gredients or characteristics.” 

The leading American case on this point is that 
of Amoskeag’ Manufacturing Co. vs. David (United 
States Supreme Court). In that case the plaintiff had 
used the letters A. C. A. on its ticking for some 
time. ‘The defendant also commenced to use the same 
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letters on its ticking. In other respects its trade-mark 
was entirely different from that of the plaintiff. The 
court held that the letters were merely indicative of 
quality and were not the subject of a legal trade- 
mark. Another interesting case is what is known 
as the Tycoon case (United States Supreme Court). 
In that case the plaintiff had been using the word 
Tycoon on its tea. Tycoon is the name of a certain 
brand of tea and is indicative of its quality. The court 
refused to grant an injunction against one who was 
using the same name on his tea on the ground that it 
was descriptive. 

A trade-mark may then be summed up as being a 
distinctive name, word, mark, emblem, design, symbol or 
device which is neither deceptive nor a geographical or 
descriptive term used in lawful commerce to indicate 
or authenticate the source from which has come, or 
through which has passed, the chattel upon or to which 
it is applied or affixed. A trade-mark which is a 
descriptive or geographical term may be protected in 
its secondary sense under the law of unfair competition, 
i. e,, under the theory that no one will be permitted to 
pass his goods off as the goods of another. This, 
however, brings us to the next article in which we will 
discuss the applicability of the law of trade-marks and 
unfair competition to China. |

Official announcement has been made of the 
formation of the Yokohama Rubber Company, which is 
a combination of the B. F. Goodrich Company, manu- 
factures of rubber products of Akron, Ohio, U.S. A., 
and the Yokohama Electric Wire Works, cable manu- 
facturers. The capital stock totals Yen 2,500,000. 

What is said to be the first shipment of Chinese 
coal to the American Continent was made in June, 
when 1,600 tons were shipped from Chinwangtao to 
Alaska, according to a recenr issue of Commerce 
Reports. The price of the coal was reported to be 
$7 a ton, f. o. b., Chinwangtao. and was bought by a 
canning plant at Bristol Bay, Alaska. 

A vest pocket typewriter which will write in the 
script of any language, with a carriage moving in either 
direction, is now being exhibited and manufactured in 
the United States. For printing Turkish, Egyptain and 
Oriental script, according to the New York Commercial, 


reading from right to left, there is a special appliance © 


which adjusts the carriage to move in that direction. 

Extensive arrangements 
exporting British motion picture films all over the 
world, according to The Nation’s Business, and it is 
predicted that in time the British film will become a 
serious competitor of the American productions. At 


present 75 percent of the films shown in England are — 


imported from America. 


‘Fhe Tientsin licorice trade, which seemed to be 


thriving during 1917 and 1918, has ceased, accord- 
ing to information made public by the Far Eastern 
Division of the United States Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce. The Mesopotamia, Turkey 
and South Russia sources of supply have recaptured 
the market, because the licorice produced there can 
be sold at a much cheaper price. 

A new Sino-Japanese banking institution, to be 
known as the China and Southern Bank (Kwa-nan 
Kinko), has been established in Formosa for the pur- 
pose of financing enterprises in the Netherlands East 
Indies,. the South Pacific and to carry on ordinary 
banking business in Formosa. The bank is said to be 
an off shoot of the Bank of Formosa. Announcements 
of the opening of branches in Canton, Amarang and 
Singapore have been made. 

The formation of a motion picture company to 
make Chinese films for Chinese consumption was 
urged recently in Shanghai by Director-General McRae 
of the Universal Film Company of Los Angeles: Mr. 
McRae cited the development of the motion picture in 
the United States and the millions of dollars made out 
of the early five and ten-cent theaters. He stated the 
company should produce Chinese plays under the direc- 
tion of a competent foreign expert and show them at a 
small cost to give wholesome amusement to a vast 
number of persons. 

Frank Waterhouse and Company of Seattle, and 
the Skinner and Eddy Corporation .of the same city, 
steamship operators, have announced the inauguration of 
trans-Pacific steamship services to the Far East. The 
Waterhouse Company will operate twenty Shipping 
Board steamers on a triangular service from Puget 
Sound to the Orient and Australia. Offices will be 
opened soon in Shanghai.: The latter corporation will 
operate a two ship combined freight and passenger 
“service between Seattle and the Orient with two new

Chinese Government Railway 


Kaifengfu-Honanfu (Peinlo) Line 


The Kaifengfu-Honanfu (Pienlo) Railway often called the 
Lunghai and Pienlo Line connects the main Shanghai-Tientsin 
lines with the Peking-Hankow line. It is 115 miles long and 
was financed principally by Franco-Belgian capital. 


This line joins the Peking-Hankow Railway at Chenchow and 
an extension to Hsuchowfu on the Shanghai-Nanking-Tientsin 
line is contemplated. The lige is franchised and has a capital 
of Mex. $17,270,595 of which Mex,$17,182,006 is paid up. 
The franchise for its construction was granted to the Compagnie 
Generale des Chemins de fer et Tramways de Chine. 260 
miles of extension to Sianfu was originally granted to two 
Chinese provincial companies. The first Section of 115 miles 
was redeemed by the Chinese Central Government in 1914. 


The amoont at credit for the cost of the railway was Mex. 
$16,537,779 and of this sum Mex. $16,300,117 has already 
been disbursed. Passenger receipts for the first five years 
working were: Mex. $273.489; $303,960; (No record) : 
$482,097 ; $537,313. Freight receipts in 1911 and 1912 were 
Mex. $261,348; and Mex. $274,960, and in 1914 and 1915 
Mex. $547,388 and $485,377 respectively. 


The general working expenses in 1911 and 1912 were Mex. 
$465,179 and $524,741 and in 1914 and 1915 were Mex. 
$464,464 and $606,426 respectively.

Extensive improvements in the port facilities of 
Manila, including dredging to increase the anchorage 
depth to forty feet, the enlargement and extension of 
two of the Government piers, the erection of fuel oil 
Storage tanks upon the port area, are to be made, 
according to a recent issue of Commerce Reports. 
The present marginal wharfage of 1,000 or more 
linear feet with cargo sheds will be increased during 
the next year. There is under consideration the con- 
struction of a new and modern dry dock at Manila to 
accomodate ships of 20,000 to 25,000 tons and 
between 600 and 700 feet in length. 


Further steps in the Government’s plans to aid 
American commerce with the Orient through the 
Departments of Commerce and State are proposed in 
the creation of two additional consul generals at large 
or consular inspectors, provided for in a bill which was 
in October before Congress, according to the San 
Francisco Journal of Commerce. A probability of 
four to five trade commissioners from the Department - 
of Commerce in the Far East is also mentioned, two 
having already been assigned to China, one to be 
located at Peking taking the position of the Commercial 
Attache now on leave and the second to be located in 


‘Shanghai. 


It the exports of foreign merchandise (that is, the 
reexports) from the United States continue until the 
end of the calendar year of 1919 at the rate shown for 
the first eight months, the total for the year will exceed 
$180,000,000 or more than four times their value in 


1914, according to a recent report of the Division of 
‘Statistics of the United States Bureau of Foreign and 


Domestic Commerce. The total re-shipped merchandise 
in the United States for the eight months ending 
September 1, 1919, totalled $121,314,499 as compared 
with a total for 1918, the entire year, of $101,213,108. 
An appreciable increase in freightage by American 
bottoms in this trade is also noticeable. _

The American Senate and the League 
of Nations ¥ 
American Guarantee of Conquered Empire in Africa 
and Asia? Speech of Hon. Medill McCormick in the 
Senate of the United States, August 20,1919. Weashing- 
ton: 1919. | 


‘THE United States is asked, says Senator McCormick, 

“to assent to the wrong dohe China in Shantung”’ 
upon verbal assurance that presently the wrong will be 
undone. The Senator has no faith in such assurance. 
He bases his lack of faith upon relations between China 
and Japan over Korea. In this case Japan is no worse 
than other nations have been, but “ during the course. 
of the great war,” he says, “Japan twice broke her 
solemn understanding with the United States and in 


‘deliberate secret violation of her other international 
_ €ngagements sought to reduce China to the state of 
_vassalage in which Britain holds Egypt and into which 


she is drawing Persia.” 
The Senator proceeds to consider the cases of 


England and France, “Asiatic autocrats,” and of Japan 
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“What is true of the British is true of the French and 
the Japanese dominion over subject peoples. They 
have brought material prosperity, but no democratic 
progress. Almost wherever you go, among those 
myriad millions in Asia and Africa you find sedition 
and rebellion. You would have found, even this year 
and last, imprisonment without trial and summary 


deportation of political: agitators. You would have 
found, etc.” 


Now the Senator poaceeds to a consideration 
of article 10 of the league covenant which was to be 
expected and his language is this. ‘ Happily......... 
there is no longer any difference among Senators over 


the meaning of article 10... . for each of the nations © 


that subscribe to it the obligation is one of honor and 
unqualified. If the United States become a party to 
it, although our frontiers require no guarantors, although 
there are no possible enemies against whom we must 
summon help, America, the great reservoir of treasure 
and of man power, becomes the guarantor of all the 
frontiers of the world, including those of the far-flung 
autocracies of France and Britain.” 


We are now asked to agree to the spoiling of 
China. What, asks the Senator, shall we do when 
_ these Eastern peoples rise in revolt as they must do if 
this imperialism continues? If we agree to article 10, 
“our young men will go forth to defend cities of which 
they have never heard. In the high places of Asia, the 
snow will cover the frozen bodies of Americans perhaps 
now unborn, ana American mothers—little girls today, 
mayhap, playing in the summer air about thei © door- 
yards—will mourn their sons fallen in the desert "wastes 
_ of Syria and Egypt.” 


The Senator builds up his case from the Shantung 
clause to a general attack upon imperial purposes and 
methods, growing fervid in his peroration. I have 
given his emotional appeal with his interpretation of 
the present and past history of Asia because the whole 


presents much food for thought and because we have > 


in this speech a reflection of the way of looking, at 
things that has moved the American Senate in its 
reported rejection of the peace treaty. 


Upon the facts of the Senators speech I make no 
comment. Those who read these words are in a 
position to come to their own conclusions. 


The best criticism of the Senator’s reasoning is to 
point out that documents such as the covenant of the 
league may be looked upon as fixing relations and 
guaranteeing present conditions. A study of sucha 
book as Beard’s upon the economic conditions behind 
the constitution of the United States brings out the fact 
that criticisms likg these not only could have been but 
actually were brought against that document. On the 
other hand, such documents may be looked upon as 
functioning in the world, being modified and changed 
to meet changing conditions. ‘The constitution of the 
U.S. did not condemn slavery, but slavery has dis- 
appeared in America. The league covenant ought to be 
looked at as the historian and the student of political 
science looks at documents and not entirely as the legalist 
does. The fact that the American constitution is hard 
to change and that, since its adoption, it has been in- 
terpreted in a legalistic manner, may have something 
to do with the American objections to the league, 
covenant,
